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ſhort, He was received with all 
the Acclamations and Applauſe 
that could poſſably be expreſt by Art 
as well as by the Paſſions of the 
Inhabitants, 

*Tis true, Theodoric was a Goth, 
and theretore the Pope and He 
were not of a © Ommunion but 
happening to be a Generous 
Prince, and declaring himſclt a 
Friend and Patron to every 
Honeſt Chriſtian , all Peace and 
Concord enſued. Nor did his 
Actions and Words ditter, ſince 
in the very choice of his Officers 
and great Miniſters of State, he 
conſidered not Parties, but the 
Merits of his Subjects ; and fo 
among others, fixt upon Foetins, 
notwithſtanding his Fdacation 
and known Zeal tor the Rowmar 
Religion. 

Boetins was a Man (if we con- 
ſider the Antiquity of bis Houſe) 
equal to Rome her (-if, and de- 
(cended allo from Arcefiors, not

This Manlian Impartiality(which 
is cry'd up by ſeveral Antiext 


Authors ) pleaſes Florws to well, 


that he ſays, * Qui: Hoſlem mi- 
rabitur, &c, Who could wonder , 
that Rome's Fnemies ſhould yield, 
when fhe had ſuch Generals 2 
Nay, Zrvy in the gth. of his 1ſt. 
Decad. repreſents the ſaid (trit 
FJ itheyr, as Aa Captain , That 
wor'd have given check to Alex. 
ander himfelf. had kis( onrſe been 
Weitward ; a Man able, it ſeems, 
to ſtop that Progreſs, which No- 
velty and ſudden Aecidents (till 
bring upon an amazd and wn- 
thinking People. - 
Boetins being thus ſupereminent 
by the Amtiquity, Fortitude, and 
ConduFl of his Family; no body 
can deem it ſtrange, his Per- 
ſonal Virtues were tranſcendent ; 
tor he was, as all [{riters con- 
jeſs, Wiſe like an Oracle 3 Skill d 
( as another Moſes) in a!! the 
Learn 
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Learning of the Egyptians 3 and 
of a Fiety 4c omming a fincere 
Profe//9r of th. F.oly Goſpel. His 
Rhetoric was allo of a piece, with 
5 his other Sciences , fo that the 
Senate choſe him, of all her Flo- 
quent Members, to Complement 
the Fing in a ſet Oration at his 
Arrival ; which (tho it beloſt ) 
is excellent, we are ſure, by be- 
ing of his Compoſition, and cſpe- 
cially ſince it brought him into 
his Sovereigns good Graces, who 
ſoon afterwards found out his 
many and Matchleſs Qualities. 
Theodoric (as I fd ) was a 
Cbriftian Prince, of a healing 
Temper; and knowing beſides, 
that at the Jong Run, the Go- 
vernment (till loſes by Tarrs 1n 
Religion, ſteer'd on a contrary 
# Rbymb to the malicious JU- 
LIAN; for inſtzad of putting 
Altar againſt Altar, fas was the 
Cuſtom of that Fater of the 
C briſtian Name ) he compos'd

ever the Papal Schiſm of Symma- 
chus and Laurentius, as ma 

be teen in * Anaftaſins, Bib io- 
thecarius, and others; which 
plainly ſhows, That a gallant 
and well meaning * rince, may 
(:0t only in Italy, and Scotland, 
but in England alſo ) deſerve the 
Thanks of the Reverend Biſhops 
and Clergy for his 'atronage , tho 
he and they ſhould chance to dif. 


fer in ſome Points of Faith. 


Neither did he acquielce in this 
one AF. but heartily careſt zl] the 
good Prelates who made appli 
cation to him : So that F pipha- 
nius Biſhop of Pavia, and St. 
Laurence of Milan, coming as 
Interceſſors for ſome of their 
Flock ( who had contrary to 
the FdiFs, Shelter'd ſeveral of 
the Heruli, or Inveterate Whigs 
of that Age) receiv'd particular 
Favour, and a very gracious

Nor was Theodoric 
any Laodicean or I uke-warm 
Frince, but on the contrary the 
great Defender of the Gothic 
Faith, as plainly appears by his 
Eager Declarations, as ſoon as 
this Fmperour cdiſcountenanc'd 
that Religion in the Faſt. Thus 
then we (till ſee, That the diffe- 
rences in Worſhip do not always 
alienate a Monarchs Feart from 


his diſſenting FccleſiaFics , and, 


conſequently , that a Princely and

Boetizs, (as I hinted ) being 
now known, was preſently high- 
ly konourd, and ail the 1ruſt 
impos'd in Him, that a Knowing 
King uſually puts in a Wile aud 
Faichful Miniſter. The buſineſs 


of State too proſpering not a, 


little ( as ſeldom it miſcarries in 
good hands) Theodoric increalt 
even his Efteem of him, and 
therefore gave daily freſh marks 
of his Royal Munificenſe and 
Bounty, as may be amply ſeen 
in * Cayſimus, But what is dus 
rable in this fleeting World , 
where often Mif#«kes, but oft- 
ner Ezvy ruins? Envy is of the 
Baitard line, Emmlation, that 
Spur to Virtue, being the Legi- 
timate ; nor gocs ſhe ever alone, 
as having Malice and Cruelty (til!

about her, for her chief Compa- 
nions and Councellors. Theſe 
were the Furics that vow'd the ,  , 
incomparable Poetins's Over- p,micr 
throw, and therefore preſently 
diſtill'd their venom into the 
ſuſceptible minds of Triguille 
and Conigaitus, two Eminent 
Goths, and the firſt of them in 
high Favour with the Kings for 
he was Prepoſitus Regie Domns, 
as the ſaid * Boetius himſelf ſtiles 
him, to wit, Juperintendent of Foy gg 
his Royal Houſe and Expence. ms6. 

"Twas now according to * * Lib. 16. 
Sigonins,the year 525. which Ba- = = 
ronius preciſely calls the Thirtt- che Thirti- 
eth of Theodoric's (yet Quiet and th of che 
Flouriſhing ) Reign , when the \* 
black Cloud began togather, and * 
becoming at laſt a mighty Storm, 
it brought Ruin along with it, 
to the Innocent, and no little 
Trouble even to the King and 
Kinedom. 


'T was 
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'Twas in this year a!ſo when 
the Aﬀive and Potent Juſtin 
(and Princes of that Calibre 
prove.ever by theUmbrages they 
give , unealie to their Neigh- 
bours ) made his FdiGs ( as * 
Baronius writes) againlt the 
Manicheans, Pazans and ſome 
other Diſſenters 1n his Domint- 
ons; which doubtleſs ſoon a- 
larm'd the 7talian Geths; tor be- 
ing ever folliciggus for their 
Brethren there, (as may be ſeen. 
in Theodoric's Negotiations with 
the Emperour) they could not 
but apprehend, that the Laws 
would in concluſion reach their 
ſaid Brethren; and (o de fatto 
it happen'd the very following 

ear, 

Theſe accidents prepolleſiing 
not a few, and with them Theo- 
doric allo, Triguilla rz(olv'd to 
ſtrike while the Iron was hot ; 
for he was often piqu'd by Poe- 
tizs,who ſeverely(as bis own *[/ri- 
tings

tings ſhow) reprehended him far 


ſeveral ill prafices 3, and particu- 
larly,according to Canfinus for ad- 
viſing the forcing theCampanians,i 
4 ſcarce and wanting year, to ſell all! 
theirCorn at a low rate, for the main- 
tenance of the Army : an Oppreſhi- 
on which the very Senate (that 
ever wiſh'd its Disbanding) might 
perchance reſent, and conſequent- 
ly puniſh to purpeſe. He went 
therefore, with Conigaſizs, to the 
King, and after many Preambles 
(to be ſure) of the great vigilance 
and care of his Majeſties ſafety, 
they told him of a mighty PLOT 
againſt his Sacred Perſon and Re- 
ligion adding, that * Poetigs 
ſtifl-d the Tiiſcovery 5 Nay, that 
he was alſo in truth, the grand 
Projegor and ArchiteF, Theodo- 
doric ſeem'd greatly furpriz'd at

I. and (e- 
veral other of our X7zgs, (and
